“The wealth of a Nation {ts the 
health of it’s people,” devia od Dr; 
H, A. Bruce, Lieut, Govorror of On- 
tario speaking recently before the 
Ontario Medical Association, ‘The 
robust common sense of the cit. »5 
of a nation not yet full grown wil! 
not patiently endure tho frustration 
of its plans for future progress in 
national health.” 

“We are no longer considering the 
nealth of an individual, but of mil- 
lions of individuals,” said Dr. Bruce, 
“We are speaking of the health of a 
nation, As soon as we do this we 
recognize that this is no longer a 
matter of individual responsibility of 
a doctor but a very much bigger and 
more complicated matter which may 
be divided into three parts—the doc- 
tors, the people, and the state.” _ 

Dr. Bruce said the difficulty was in 
getting them to work together on 
some amirable understanding. Until 
this was done there would be com- 
plaints, misunderstandings; ~ Ineffi- 
elency and flagrant injustices. 

“National health is, or should be, 
the most important conséderation of 
all three of them.” he sald, Dr.

milk flow of dairy cows, and makes 
for more rapid gains in feeding opera- 
tions with hogs and cattle. This con 
contrate sells in the United States for 
around $30.00 peF ton, but the de- 
mand far exceeds the supply. 

Canada has a large livestock indus- 
try, and very little Soya Bean meal” 
has been used up to date. Therefore 
a large market {s available for the 
grower in this industry. 

Great use is made of ‘the meal in 
Burope. Canada has an advantage 
over the Orient in the nearness to its 
export “market; although, of course, 
the Orlent has a much lower cost of 
production, However, for some time 
the Canadian farmers’ best market 
will be in’ Canada and the United 
States, as the domestic market has not 

been touched as yet. — 

Chocolate manufacturers use a by-

LEAD POISONING 


Convulsions in young children are 
serious ‘and naturally cause much 
.larm to the parents. Many mothers do 
not know that lead poisoning is a com- 
mon cause of these convulsions other- 
vise they would take greater care to 
guard their children against biting on 
yainted toys and plaything«, 

Many babies develop a habit of bit- 
ing on anything within reach and un- 
less the parents are aware of the'dan- 
gers of such habits and keep painted 
articles away from the child’s mouth,. 
convulsions or even blindness may 
result. For this reason children should 
be restrained from putting any i ae 
objects in their mouths. New ename) 
cribs or other articles of children’s 
furniture are not dangerous in ‘this 
way because. recent government 
legislation has made it compulsory 
for lead-free paints to be used initheir 
thanufacture, Old cribs and cots which 
have-been--repainted with ordinary 
house paints are onthe other ;hand 
quite dangerous, since the soft Jayer 
of paint may be easily nibbled off and 
cause lead poisoning. Window-sills 
kitchen chairs and verandah railings 
are other places where léad-containing 
paints are frequently used and a young 
child who is romping about the ;jhouse 
may get paint from any of these places 

A doctor was recently called to see a 
child of 17 months of age who was in 
an’ unconscious state and having 
frequent convulsions, The doctor sus- 
pected that the convulsions were 
caused by poisoning ‘with lead paint. 
but on questioning the’ mother was 
advised that she had not noticed the 
ehild biting the paint fromthe got or 
from any other painted furniture or 
toys, Not being satisfied with this 
negative evidence. “however, an in- 
spection was ‘made .of..the child's 
home and it was found: that a con- 
siderable amount of soft paint -had 
been bitten off the verandah railing 
during the summer, The child was 
‘just beginning to walk ‘and was tall 
‘enough to reach the railing cf nib- 
ble the paint, If the mother-had been 
ténscious of the danger she would 
Hiaye noticed this habit and the 
child's lite would have been saved.
